If accurate, the 
figures of loss throus" these concerted 
cessations of labor lire certainly stu- 
1,'ondous. They show that during th« 
first «tx months Of 1321 the actual loss 
of wne« amounted to one billion, one 
hundred eighty millions of dollars, Tl>o 
figures for the second h.il( of the 
year ore not yet complete, hut if thoae 
of the first half are borne out it is 
easy to nee lliat the loss of wages,, tor 
the entire year will mount up to afcoui 
two and a third 
billions. 
Figured 


another way, this would be $10 a 
month for two millions of men; or in 
still another it would have been twen- 
ty dollars a year for the entire popu- 
lation of the country. 
These are the losses on the part of 


the men employed. 
It Is not likely 
that the loss On tha part of the em- 
ployers could have been 
less. 
In 
other •words, the cost of strikes to 
employers and employed during the 
year must have been four tint! a half 
billions. 
.It is confidently asserted as regard 


strikes In general that most of them 
could be avoided 1C there were an ex- 
ercise of common sense and a willing- 
ness to compromise on both sides of 
each difference. There are always -In- 
disputable facts on each side, 
and 


since no difficulty may be said ever 
to be Anally settled until It is settled 
right, it is manifest that there should 
be general willingness o submit to ar- 
bitration. 
• Each New Tear brings its list of 
eood resolutions, and this should be 
one of them—that there should be no 
strikes until every expedient looking 
to *an amicable settlement has been 
exhausted ; and this applies to those 
on both sides of the controversy. Our 
country, with no strikes, It appears, 
•would be four billions richer at the 
end ot a year, and the general eco- 
nomic and social conditions would be 
marvelously better.
